In 
one of the room stuod seven cases packed for 
shipment, containing a large quantity of 
cloth, as well as other goods.

There was tinware, hardware, 
boots and shoes, and a quantity of womens’ 
undergarments, some new and never having 
been washed since made, others which had 
evidently been stolen from some clothesline. 
It is suspected that much of the stuff other 
than tke cloth was obtained from peddlers, 
who have frequented the house, in exchange 
for cloth. The greater portion of the cloth 
was from the Thorndike mill, where a por- 
tion of the family worked previous to com- 
ing to Three Rivers about two months ago. 
Agent Hobbs recognized it and took it away 
with him. The Archambaults told last sum- 
mer of buying two cases of goods from the 
Thorndike Company and shipping them to 
Canada, where they have a farm said to be 
worth $4000 or $5000. A visit to that place 
might reveal interesting developments. 
Archambault and his wife and two daugh- 
ters, young women of 22 and 18, were 
arrested, he being taken to the lockup in 
Palmer, the others being left at home in 
charge of an officer, there being several 
small children in the family. Monday they 
were released on $375 bail,—$300 for him and 
$25 each for the women,—which he fur- 
nished in the shape of a bank book and 
cash. He was rearrested Tuesday night on 
a complaint made by Agent Hobbs of the 
Thorndike Company. At the trial Wednes-

Holland Mants Wan Taxes Abated. 


The county commissioners received an un- 
usual petition at their meeting in Springfield 
last Friday. It .was an appeal from the 
decision of the assessors of the town of 
Holland in refusing to exempt the property 
of a disabled veteran of tke civil war from 
taxation, in accorance with chapter 149 of 
the acts of 1897. The petitionis brought by 
Mary J. Roper of Holland, wife of Charles 
F. Roper, and recites that Mr. Roper was a 
member of Co. A, Massachusetts heavy 
artillery, during the civil war, and was 
honorably discharged. As the result of dis- 
abilities incurred in the service he was per- 
manently incapacitated from manual labor: 
The estate of the soldier and of the petitioner 
does not exceed $5000 in value. She repre- 
sents that an application was made to the 
board of assessors to exempt from taxation 
property to the amount of $2000 as provided 
in the act of 1897, but the assessors refused 


the time limit allowed by the contract and 
as yet not a rail or tie in its place.

The tale 
was a good one and well told, and the meet- 
ing was enthusiastic in its support of the 
new company. The franchise was granted ; 
but the nine miles of rails did not come. 
The bond was finally filed after much doubt 
and delay; but the nine miles of rails did 
not come. Two months passed with rumors 
of heavy purchases of ties and the importa- 
tion of Italian labor, and still those nine 
miles of rails—the best of rails—have not 
come. The streets of Ware look much 
as they did before the inroads made by elec- 
tric railway promoters, and the buzzing 
rumble of the electric car is still to them an 
unknown sound. 


But where is the electric railway? There 
is not a person in Ware who favors electric 
railways who would not be glad to see the 
Ware company successful in case it should 
operate, and there is not one such person 
who would not do his share to help matters 
along.

Former Thorndike Resident’s Death. 


Marshal L. Hitchcock, $6, a well-known 
former resident of Thorndike, died at the 
home of his son, Herbert Hitchcock, in 
Boston on Sunday after a brief illness. Mr. 
Hitchcock was the son of Robert and Orra 
Hitchcock, old settlers of the town of Brim- 
field, who came and settled in Palmer in 
1780. Mr. Hitchcock was @ resident of 
Thorndike for nearly 50 years and had lived 
there until his wife and family died some 
years ago, when he went to live with his 
son. Mr. Hitchcock was a carpenter by 
trade, and helped build many of the resi- 
dences on Commercial street, which he 
owned at one time. His body was brought 
to Thorndike Tuesday. The interment was 
in the family lot at the Four Corners 
cemetery. 





EASTERN HAMPDEN POLITICS. 

Politics in Eastern Hampden have been at 
high tide this week, and there has been un- 
wonted activity among the workers. Proba- 
bly as much interest is being manifested in 
the senatorial campaign as anything else. 
Henry 8S. Dickinson of Springfield, the Re- 
publican nominee, made the round of the 
eastern end of the district the first of the 
week, and announces himself as well satis- 
fied with the condition of things as he found 
them. Republicans who are working for 
him expect bim to draw the whole party 
vote, and point to his service in the House 
and his record during his two years as mayor 
of Springfield as strong drawing cards in his 
favor. They see no reason for any defection 
from the ranks except in Palmer, where they 
admit Mr. Kenefick will poll a large vote by 
reason of that being his own town. 

On the other hand Mr. Kenefick’s friends 
are not idle. They havea good knowledge 
of the status of affairs in this end of the dis- 
trict at any rate, and claim that he will go to 
Springfield with a much larger vote than a 
year ago. They deny some of the claims 
made by the Dickinson men, and in several 
instances at least a person with a knowledge 
of the situation must admit that not all of 
the Eastern Hampden votes claimed for 
Dickinson will be delivered to him on 
election day. Mr. Kenefick’s record is one 
which his friends point to as the best reason 
why votes should come to him. In all im- 
portant matters which have come before the 
Legislature during his four years of service 
there he has gone carefully over them, given 
them painstaking thought, and then voted 
as he believed was best, and his vote has 
always been on the right side. No flaw can 
befound in hisrecord. His politics have not 
been of the partisan sort, and party lines 
nor has the party whip had the slightest 
effect on bis votes. His record, they say, is 
one which would without the shadow of a 

. doubt ensure his reélection were he a Repub- 
lican, and they can see no reason why, with 
this in view, be should not be endorsed by 
the voters of both classes who aim at the 
best representation in the Legislature. 

The representative contest has by means 
been lost sight of or overshadowed by the 
work in the interests of the senatorial can- 
didates. Mr. Bugbee has been carefully 
looking over his fences, and finds cause for 
encouragement. He feels that no fault can 
be found with his recordin the House last 
year, and thinks that his faithful service 
should rather make votes for him. He is 
looking for a large vote in his own town, 
Wales and Brimfield, and his friends in 
Palmer give him promises of a good vote 
there. 

Mr. Holden’s friends are contident that be 
will carry the day. They say that the differ- 
ences which have existed between the towns 
of the district in the past have been adjusted, 
the hatchet buried, and that their candidate 
will go in with a rousing big vote, as he 
should, this being a strong Republican dis- 
trict normally.

ESULTS OF STATE ELECTION. 


Massachusetts Redublican by a 
Majority of Over 65,000. 


CRANE AND BATES ARE EASY WINNERS. 


Kenefick and Bugbee in Eastern Hampden, 
Beebe in Wilbraham and Morse 
in Belchertown. 


The result of the state election on Tuesday 
is the election of the entire Republican state 
ticket, Crane’s majority being 65,062 The 
figures are: Crane, 168,876; Paine, 103,812 
While the figures are not as large as in some 
past years, itis a good vote for an off year, 
and the managers are satisfied. The House 
and Senate will have the usual Republican 
majorities. 

Locally, one of the successful candidates 
who has most reason to be pleased is 
William H. Brainerd of Palmer, elected 
county commis- 
sioner for the third 
full term by a vote 
which leaves no 
question of — bis 
standing in the 
county. He is 
9728 ahead, the 
largest majority 
given a county 
officer of any sort 
for years. His 
value to the county was evidently recognized 
by the voters, and he may well feel proud of 
the handsome endorsement given him. Mr. 
Brainerd carried every town and city in the 
district except Granville,—where the vote 
was a tie,—Chicopee and Holyoke, and these 
two only gave his opponent a total of 341 

A close second in the line of satisfaction, 
if not a little ahead, is Senator Kenetick, 
also of Palmer, Democrat, who is re élected 
in a strong Republican district by a majority 
of 1243. He left Eastern Hampden with a 
lead of just 400, some 200 less than he had 
expected, but Springfield yave him the hand- 
some majority of 843 Mr. Dickinson had 
antagoniz d the best elements of his party 
in his own city by his methods, both in the 
past and in the present campaign, and they 
had no usef-r him. He lost his own ward 
and precinct, and carried only two precincts 
in the city, the ones where he was counting 
on the greatest strength going most heavily 
against him. His campaign in Eastern 
Hampden the week before election did him 
more harm than good. Mr. Kenefick’s re- 
élection is a just reward for careful and con- 
scientious work in the House and Senate, 
and he will without doubt fully justify the 
confidence reposed in him. Mr. Kenetick 
thinks the splendid newspaper support which 
he received for work already done had much 
to do with the success of his campaign. He 
carried every town except Holland, Wales 
and Wilbraham, where bis opponent had a 
lead of 1, 12 and 2 respectively, a total of 15 

In the first Hampden representative dis- 
trict Nelson A. Bugbee of Monson is re- 
élected over Henry P. Holden of Palmer, 
Republican, by a majority of 146, a result 
which it is hard to account for, and probably 
never will be satisfactorily explained. That 
the Republican defection in Palmer was 
large is manifested by the claim that 100 
Democratic votes were turned to Mr 
Holden, in spite of which he lost the town 
by 93 An ominous silence as to aD ex- 
pression of preferences was maintained by 
many of the Republicans before election, 
and the vote shows that for some reason, 
best known to themselves, they failed to 
support the party nominee. The greatest

Monson, where a normal Republican 
majority of 150 was turned to 102 for the 
Democratic nominee. 

In the Second Hampden district C. C. 
Beebe, Republican, of Wilbraham, is suc- 
cessful over A. H. Calkins of East Long- 
meadow by 276 votes. 

In the Fourth Hampsbire district Repre- 
sentative Morse of Belchertown, Republican, 
secures a reélection over Guy C. Allen of 
the same town by 353. 

The results of the voting Tuesday in 
Western Massachusetts prove most con- 
clusively that the independent voter has 
come to stay, and that he must be considered 
by both the politicians and the candidates in 
the making of nominations. It is a whole- 
some condition of affairs.

Electric Plant to be Increased. 


The Central Massachusetts Electric Com- 
pany will put a large gang of men at work 
on an enlargement of its plant at Blanchard- 
ville next Monday. A 
wheels is to be putin, the other side of the 
engine added, making ita compound engine, 
a new stack for the boiler house built, and 
other improvements The present 
water wheels, of which there are two sets, 
are not of sufficient capacity to run the lights 
and the electric road power machines even 
when there is water in plenty, and the engine 
must be used; all are coupled on the same 
shaft, and the variations in the power used 
by the electric road makes the lights vary. 
When the new set of wheels is put in all the 
machinery can be run by water when there 
is enough of it, one set of wheels being used 
on the electric road machines and the others 
on the lights. Each will be on a separate 
shaft, and the lights will not be affected by 
the demands on the road power machines. 
The compounding of the engine will also 
greatly increase the power of that machine 
when it is called into use.

PALMER’S FAST CYCLE RIDER. 


Watson Coleman and His Record 
on the Racing Track. 


Has Lived in Three Rivers Since a Lad. 
Sketch of His Life and His 
Racing Career. 


To the common mind, few things are 
wonderful that are not distant. It is so hard 
to realize that there is anything remarkable 
about a fellow townsman that we too often 
wait for others to find out the hidden talent 
for us. Unlike the scholar, the athlete does 
not have to wait until after his death before 
his ability is recognized, but reaps his 
barvest of popularity at a time when he is 
most capable of enjoying it. 

Those interested in sports have noticed 
that the name, ‘‘ Watson Coleman of Boston,” 
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has occurred with some frequency in the list 
of prize winning wheelmen of the L. A. W., 
but few know anything else about the man 
or his history. He was born in Altonia, 
New York, twenty-six years ago, but he has 
made his home in Three Rivers since he was 
nine years old. He attended the public 
schools and worked in the Palmer Mill 
until the fall of 1891, when he obtained a 
position with the Overman Wheel Company 
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scratch. At New Bedford he finished the 
season and returned home to Three Rivers, 
having his name in fifth place in the official 
championship score, and with the title of 
five-mile national champion. With such a 
record, is it any wonder that he frequently 
has to leave his training quarters by the 
rear to escape the crowd of enthusiastic 
admirers? He attributes his success as due 
in no small measure to his trainer, James 
McGowan of Boston. 

Coleman, McDuftie, John S. Johnson and 
possibly a few others are the only riders who 
began when bicycle racing was new, when 
all were amateurs, and have continued 
successfully from that time. Other and 
possibly better en have come up since then, 
but they have gone down and are now 
classed with the ‘thas beens’’—truly a 
survival of the fittest and a triumph for 
downright hard work and strong heady 
riding in competition. 

Personally Coleman is large and attractive 
looking. He is five feet, ten and a half 
inches in height and weighs one hundred 
and eighty-four pounds, although he trains 
down to one hundred and sixty pounds 
when in racing rim. He rides a twenty- 
two pound White, geared to eighty-eight, 
fitted with Palmer tires. He is without 
doubt the most popular young man in Three 
Rivers and is popular not only for what he 
bas done but for what he is—a magnetic, 
good-natured fellow, with that absence of 
egotism which is the distinguishing mark of 
men able to accomplish. As to the future, 
he intends to continue in the good work and 
regards a trip to the exposition at Paris next 
summer, a8 a member of the White team, 
as one of the possibilities. Wherever he 
goes he will be followed by the best wishes 
of his friends and admirers all over the 
country, and not the least by those at home, 
at Three Rivers.

In 18% he became a 
member of the Victor racing team, and rode 
successfully until the middle of the season, 
when he was injured and compelled to quit 
the track for the rest of the year. During 
the trip through New York state he won six 
firsts in one month’s time. In 1895 he rode 
for the Union Manufacturing Co, with 
Harry Tyler as a team mate. Early in the 
season he, with Sanger, Tyler and Jobn S. 
Johnson were transferred to the professional 
class which had just been created. At 
Toronto he took his first race a8 @& PprO- 
fessional,—a mile-open,—winning one hun- 
dred one dollar bills, Canadian money; at 
Buffalo be won avother mile-open event. 
From Buffalo he went to Manhattan Beach 
and won six firsts in the ten-days’ meet. 
He finished the season at Springfield, where 
he took second place in the mile national 
championship and second in the mile-handi- 
cap sweepstakes events. 


The next year he rode an Anderson 
Transit wheel. In the $2000 two-mile handi- 
cap race at Manhattan Beach fifty-one riders 
started, and Coleman won third place. At 
Springfield he took second money in the 
mile national championship and first in the 
two-mile handicap. 


In 1897 he became a member of the White 
team, with Howard Mosher as a team mate. 
This season the racers traveled about the 
country in two special palace cars and lived 
in them two months. Coleman won first in 
a two-mile handicap and third in the five- 
mile national championship at Philadelphia; 
at Charles River Park, Boston, he with 
Mosher rode a mile on a tandem in 155 2-5, 
breaking the world’s record and winning 
from scratch. Later Colemzn, Callahan, 
Nat Butler, Frank Butler and Burns Pierce 
rode a mile in 14735 on one of the first 
quints made in this country. In the fall of 
the year Harry Tyler and Coleman broke 
the tandem records for the quarter half, 
two-thirds and one mile; time, 1 4845. 


In 1898 the L. A. W. organized the point 
system of scoring, the rider having the 
greatest number of points at the end of the 
season to be the champion. Coleman began 
the season at Charles River Park by taking 
second in the five-mile championship. From 
Boston he went to Philadelj hia, winning 
first in a two-mile and first in a one-mile 
205 class event. At the meet at Trenton the 
races were postponed because of the with- 
drawal of some of the riders from the 
L. A. W. A meeting was held at Phila- 
delphia and Coleman was asked to join the 
America Racing Cyclist’s Union, but he 
could see no reason for doing so and decided 
to remainin the L.A. W. While at Phila- 
delpbia he won the five-mile national cham- 
pionship, adding sixty pvints to his score, 
and took second place in the three-mile 
championship. At Baltimore he took second 
in the quarter-mile championship and then 
returned to Massachusetts for the fall meet. 
He finished the season in seventh place in 
the championship score. : 

He began the season of 1899 at the Inter- 
putional meet at Montreal, where he won the 
tive-wile championship from tbirty-six 
starters and took fourth in tbe two-mile 
open. His greatest race was won last 
August at the annual meet of the L. A. W.

FOR WHAT REASON? 


Why is it that the railroads, in making a 
change in the running time of trains, always 
wait until the last minute before giving the 
public a knowledge of what the times are to 
be? Important changes are to be made on 
the B. and A. road at midnight to-morrow, 
and as yet the public does not know what 
they are beyond the leaving time of a few of 
the through trains at Boston, Worcester, 
Springfield and Pittsfield, and the statement 
that at other places where these trains stop 
the time will be “about’’ so many minutes 
different. This is small consolation to the 
passenger who wishes to take a train. He 
does not fancy having to get to the station 
“about” so long ahead in order to be sure of 
his train, and he is quite right in figuring 
that the train will not wait even “about” a 
half a minute for him if he doesn’t happen 
to be right there when it gets ready to go. 
Time-tables are to be ready for distribution 
to-morrow, but these changes are known 
long enough in advance to enable the road 
to acquaint travelers with them several days 
earlier than they do, and thus greatly con- 
venience the traveling public.

Peculiar Views Regarding Sickness, Physi- 
cians and Medicine. 

As numerous stories regarding the death 
of Mrs. Francis J. Fokes, which took place 
at the residence of Mrs. Kurtz on South 
Main street the 4th, have been going the 
rounds, many of them wildly exaggerated, 
a statement of the facts in the case may be 
of interest. Mrs. Fokes had been at Mrs. 
Kurtz’s a year and eight months previous to 
her death. She had previously lived much 
in New York state, and had there become a 
believer in the system of divine healing. 
Iler physician had given her up, but she had 
been cured, she said, by divine power. She 
had placed her faith in the Lord and He had 
healed her. While with Mrs. Kurtz she 
stated that should she ever be sick she did 
not wish to ‘take medicine, and asked those 
around her to be sure that none was given 
her. Early in the morning of November 
31 Mrs. Kurtz awoke to find Mrs. Fokes 
unconscious.

He prepared some and 
gave directions for administering it. Mrs. 
Kurtz however declined to give it, and gave 
»s her reason Mrs. Fokes’s expressed desire. 
In reply to a question she stated that a 
physician had been cailed simply to comply 
with the law as she understood it, that a 
physician must be called to make out a 
death certificate. Finding that his in- 
structions would not be followed, Dr. 
Wilkins at once withdrew from all connec- 
tion with the case and notified the medical 
+ xaminer of the facts. As the patient was a 
grown person, without family or friends, 
tiere seemed to be nothing to do but to let 
her have her way, and there the matter 
rested, Mrs. Fokes dying about 7.30 Sunday 
evening. Medical Examiner Holbrook was 
called on Monday and gave a certificate of 
death with paralysis as the cause.

Like diamonds and otber precious stones, 
the real value of these finer metals grows 
relatively less and less as the demands of 
the world increase for things that may be 
turned to general and practical uses. Pig- 
iron, steel ingots, and copper ore are more 
potent factors in the march of modern civili- 
zation than gold and silver. A glance at the 
figures of the recent official report of the 
mineral production of the United States for 
1898 illustrates this. Thus the amount of 
pig-iron produced in the year was 11,773,934 
tons, and of steel ingots 6,609,017 tons, the 
largest output on record. The copper pro- 
duced amounted to 526,512,987 pounds, lead 
to 231,269 tons, while the comparatively 
little known but highly useful metal known 
as aluminum figures in the returns at 
5,200,000 pounds, with a value of $1,715,000. 
The value of all metalic products in 1898 
was  $344,096,130, as compared with 
$302,198,502 in 1897, a gain of $41 897,628. In 
this total for 1898 the value of the gold and 
silver together was only about $100,000,000, 
or less than a third. All of the metals 
except nickel made large gains, copper, lead, 
zinc, aluminum, and antimony reaching 
their maximums in both productions and 
value. It is interesting to note in this same 
report that so unattractive a substance as 
borax was produced to the extent of

For a number of years after 
Memorial Hall was built (1885) Mr. Newton 
had the care of the building. With all his 
other cares he has all his life devoted much 
attention to his garden, both flower and 
vegetable, and in his remarks Monday 
evening Dr. Fuller spoke of the many hearts 
that had been gladdened, the sick-rooms 
cheered by the flowers carried by Mr. and 
Mrs. Newton. Both are members of the 
Congregational church, Mr. Newton having 
joined 57 years ago. 

Upon the town’s early history Mr. Newton 
is perfectly at home. Not only is his 
memory well stored, but he has many 
valuable records which he has been gather- 
ing all his life. His father, too, took an 
interest in preserving these things, and 
many papers DOW owned by Mr. Newton 
belonged formerly to his father. Mr. 
Newton’s grandfather was a Revolutionary 
soldier. Much of the land in the section 
near the homestead was formerly Newton 
property, on both sides of Main street. 


ASSORTMENT OF alleging that such condition was the cause 
of much sickness among both teachers and 
pupils, brought no response and no remedy, 
and the local member of the school commit- 
tee finally took the matter into his hands 
and had the nuisance abated; not only was 
the school committee’s complaint ignored, 
but the matter was never brought to the 
attention of the board of health.

They point to 
the Hannifin cases and say that until they 
learned of these there was nothing to 
prevent the other children in the family from 
associating with the sick ones out of school 
hours and then going to school, carrying the 
contagion with them and communicating it 
to the other children with whom they came 
in contact. Here were all conditions favor- 
able for a spread and epidemic of the 
disease. It is true the present cases are

A SERIOUS MATTER. 


The unpleasant fact has come to light this 
week that for nearly two years the board of 
health has neglected to report contagious 
disease cases to the school committee, as 
required by law. This neglect has resulted 
within a few days in the attendance at school 
of three children from a family in which 
there are two cases of scarlet fever, with the 
possibility that wide-spread contagion may 
follow. The fact that’ the cases were 
discovered by the school committee ac- 
cidentally before they had reached a stage 
where contagion was probable, in no way 
lessens the gravity of the matter. No parent 
cares to have his child run that sort of 
a risk. The health of the school chil- 
dren is guarded by a state law that boards 
of health shall give school committees 
notice of contagious disease cases, so that 
they may prevent the attendance at school 
of pupils from those families, and it should 
be lived up to most rigidly. If, as the school 
committee claims, the chairman of the 
board of health has been more than once 
requested to report such cases but has failed, 
then it can hardly be exonerated for its 
neglect to force compliance with the law so 
long as it feels itself responsible in a degree 
for the health of the schools. And what 
shall be said of the value to a town of a 
board of health which has not been called 
together for consultation in nearly a year? 


Wiru the report that Admiral Dewey had 
deeded the house which the people presented 
to him to his wife, arose a storm of indigna- 
tion and criticism all over the country. It 
proved a little premature, however, for Mrs. 
Dewey immediately transferred it to the 
Admiral’s son George, the transfer to his 
wife having first been made to avoid any 
possible legal question. By the way, we 
didn’t suppose that the people had any string 
attached to that house when they presented 
it, and that it belonged to the Admiral.

country hotel, listens to stories of the heads 
carried out of the woods, and is assured by his 
guide of the plentifulness of game. The next 
morning—what joy! The ground is covered with 
snow, soft and velvety, four or five inches. Just 
the right depth, not too much for fast travelling, 
yet just enough to cushion the leaves and deaden 
one’s footfalls. The hunter, with whatever rifle 
he fancies, and the guide with his pack make an 
early start. ‘Three or four miles over one range, 
with here and there a view of a distant lake, ora 
glimpse of a long stretch of crimson and blue 
hills, down into a swamp, across the treacherous 
brooks, when lo! moose-tracks. Immediately the 
hunter’s spirits mount high, his strength is 
doubled, and every sense is on the alert. The 
guide examines the tracks critically; itmight bea 
young bull. Atany rate, it will probably lead to 
a yard or to other moose, 80 for the next three or 
four hours the trail is followed through bogs, 
over fallen treetops and under overhanging 
boughs, which the guide scrutinizes closely. Bark 
freshly peeled from young trees, bushes bent over, 
and the fresh tracks the guide decides were made 
during the early morning. There are three in the 
herd, big tracks, and from the bark scraped off 
the trees, there is evidently a bull amongst them. 
The trails cross and wander about aimlessly. The 
beasts are possibly in the near neighborhood. 
Now great caution must be observed. A finger is 
wetted and held up to find the exact direction of 
the wind. Taking note of the general appearance 
of the surrounding hills and valleys, the guide 
leads the sportsman circuitously to leeward of a 
certain narrow little valley, whee they again 
discover the trail, which, fortunately, leads up 
the valley and against the wind. Creeping, half 
crawling, they cautiously select a place for each 
step. The signs grow fresher every minute, and 
the hunters grow more alert and careful. Just as 
they reach the top of a little rise, a black object 
is seen to move amongst the growth some hun- 
dred yards distant. Crouch low and be ready.

FOR THE DAY AFTER THANKSGIVING. 


Turkey timbals: Mix together one eupful 
bread crumbs (good measure), one cupful 
cooked turkey chopped fine, one teaspoonful 
each of finely-cut onion and celery leaves, 
and 14 cupfuls milk. Turn into a double 
boiler and cook for 15 minutes. Then add 
the mixture to the beaten white of one 
egg, to which has been added one half 
teaspoonful salt, one-fourth teaspoonful 
celery salt and one-eighth teaspoonful pepper. 
Grease nine molds or cups, line with dried 
sifted bread crumbs, then with the timbal 
mixture when it has cooled. Fill with the 
following: Heat one cupful milk, melt one 
tablespoonf{ul butter, add two tablespoonfuls 
flour, then the hot milk, a little at a time, 
stirring until smooth after each addition. 
Chop fine and add to the sauce three-fourths 
cupful cold cooked turkey, one hard-boiled 
egg and six medium-sized mushrooms. 
Season with one-fourth teaspoonful each of 
salt, celery salt and a little pepper. When 
they are to be used place them in a pan of 
hot water and bake in a hot oven for 20 
minutes. Turn out on a’ hot platter and 
serve with cream sauce made as follows: 
Heat one cupful each of milk and turkey 
stock. Melt one-half tablespoonful of butter, 
mix one tablespoonful flour with the hot 
liquid a little at a time. 

Scalloped turkey: Cover the bottom of a 
well-greased baking dish with finely chopped 
cold roast turkey, season a little, sprinkle 
with bread crumbs or grated cracker, dot 
with bits of butter, then spread on a layer of 
cream sauce. Continue the alternate layers 
until the pan is filled. Sprinkle bread 
crumbs mixed with the yolk of an egg and 
one spoonful each of melted butter and 
milk over the top. Cover closely and bake 
for 30 minutes; serve hot. For the cream 
sauce mix together one spoonful each of 
butter and flour, add one-half cupful each of 
milk and broth. Season with salt and 
pepper.—American Ki itchen Magazine.

HAVE BEEN WEDDED 50 YEARS 


Monson Couple Celebrate Golden 
Wedding To-morrow. 


LIVED IN TOWN NEARLY ALL THE TIME. 


A Quiet Life Theirs, Without Particular 
Incident, Now Approaching 
Harvest Time. 


To-morrow Mr. and Mrs. Asher Green of 
Monson will celebrate their golden wedding, 
the anniversary being Sunday, the 3d. Ow- 
ing to Mr Green’s poor health the day will 
be quietly spent with only relatives and near 
friends present. 

Mr and Mrs. Green live on the border line 
between Monson and Wales, a part of their 
land being in the former town, but the 
house stands in the latter. The couple are 
well known in Monson, Mrs. Green having 
lived there in her youth, and Mr. Green 
having formerly been in business in the 
village. Their house is supposed to be 
about 130 years old, and Mr. Green recalls 
having heard a man say that he remembered 
the raising of the structure. The house isa 
small story-and-a-half building having three 
rooms below and one above. The builder 
was Robert Green, who located in Wales in 
1743, although at that time the present towns 
of Monson, Holland and Wales were in- 
included in Brimfirld Robert Green was 
the head of the several Green families in 
this vicinity. Asher Green is a direct de- 





scendant in the fourth generation, being the 
son of Joel Green Jr., whose wife was 
Tamar Moulton, and the house has been 
inherited from father to son, five generations, 
including Asher Green’s cbildren and 
grandchildren, having been born there. It 
has been the rallying point for the various 
branches of the family for years. The 
present Mr. and Mrs. Green celebrated their 
25th and their 30th wedding anniversaries 
there; four years ago Mr. and Mrs. Ansel 
H. Shaw, their daughter, celebrated their 
silver wedding there, and two years ago 
a Fourth-of-July picnic was held there at 
which were present several members of the 
family from out of town. At this time a 
picture was taken of the house, and one in 
which four generations of the family were 
represented. Formerly the farm adjoining 
this one was owned by Schuyler Green, 
whose widow is Monson’s oldest inhabitant, 
and whose life-sketch recently appeared in 
the JoURNAL 

Mr. Green received his education in the 
Wales district school, after which he worked 
on the farm. Later the family lived at North 
Monson, then a prosperous village, for a 
time, and it was there that he m-t Miss Mary 
Sutcliffe, who became his bride “fifty years 
agone.”’ Mrs. Green recalls that the meet 
ing took place at the home of the Greens, 
whither several of the young people had 
stopped on their way to @ Fourth-of-July 
picnic which was held on the “Back road”’ 
from the Center to the ‘North village.”’ 
The Sutcliffes were English people, coming 
from Manchester when Mary was 14 years 
old. From her early childhood she had 
heard her father, Matthew Sutcliffe, talk of 
America, where he would surely better his 
fortune. It was several years, however, 
before the matter was decided. They landed 
in New Jersey. After a short stay they 
moved to Warren, thence to North Monson. 
Mr. Sutcliffe was a blacksmith and was em- 
ployed by the mill company. He afterward 
moved to the Center and owned the stand 
now owned by Lorenzo Hutchinson. After 
some years he purchased the land joining 





the Green property on the west, and 
which is now owned by hischildren. After 
their marriage Mr. and Mrs. Green lived in 
Monson Center for six or seven years, and 
Mr. Green had a shoe making and repairing 
shop in the little building then occupying 
the site of the Noble’s ‘‘New Block.’’ From 
there he moved across the road to the shop 
now used by Robert Murphy for the same 
business. Later he went to what was then 
known as Parksville, now Fosket’s Mill, to 
work as a dyer, and in the course of time 
went back to farming. During a part of the 
time that he was employed elsewhere he 
had lived at the old place. 

Mr. and Mrs. Green have twin daughters, 
Ida A., wife of Ans+l H. Shaw, and AdaJ, 
wife of George Lanphear of Wales. Mrs. 
Shaws has two children, and by a former 
marriage Mrs. Lanphear has three and is 
also a grandmother. Mrs. Green has two 
brothers, William and Thomas Sutcliffe, and 
three sisters, Misses Jennie and Kate Sut- 
cliffe, and Mrs. B. O Gage of Somerville. 
Mr. Green bas one brother, Nathan Green of 
Wales, and a sister, Mrs. Lucinda Roundy 
of Westboro. It is expected that these and 
others will be present at the old homestead 
to-morrow.

HENRY B. WHEELER DEAD. 


NO ELECTRIC ROAD FOR WARE 


End Comes as a Release After Many 
Months of Suffering. 


Henry B.| Wheeler, 56, died at his home 
pear the Point of Rocks Sunday morning at 
6 o’clock after an illness of a year’s 
duration, having been confined to his bed = 
for the past eight months. Mr. Wheeler was | AND NOT A MOVE HAS YET BEEN MADE. 
well known in Palmer, where he had 
resided for the past nine years; he had been 
in the employ of the Boston and Albany 
road for over 20 years. Until compelled to 
give up work he was baggagemaster on 
Conductor Camp’s train, where he was con- 
stantly brought in touch with the people. 
Mr. Wheeler has many friends in town who 
mourn his death, for though he was a quiet 
man, and of a retiring disposition, he had a 
way of making and keeping friends He 
was born in North Hero, Grand Isle county, 
Vt, situated on Lake Champlain. His 
father was a steamboat captain and pilot, 
and met his death in an accident which 
necessitated Mr. Wheeler at the age of 14 
assuming the care and duties of the farm. 
At the age of 18 he enlisted when the Civil 
War broke out, and received his first 
baptism of fire at the seige of Fort Hudson, 
where the 8th Vermont, his regiment, 
played an important part. At the end of 
his service he reénlisted for three years. in 
leaving for the scene of action he unfor- 
tunately met with a serious accident while 
riding on the top of a troop train bound for 
Springfield. When the train was crossing 
one of the wooden covered bridges north of 
Chicopee he was knocked off and fell be- 
tween two cars, being barely saved from fall- 
ing under the wheels by a trainman. His 
shoulder and several ribs were fractured and 
bis jaw broken; thus he was compelled to 
stay at home for a time, but as s0on as he 
was able he joined his regiment at the front. 
He was captured by the enemy at Cedar 
Creek and sent to Libby prison and thence 
transferred to Salisbury, where he spent the 
winter, suffering the manifold hardships of 
a prison life in those days The effects of 
this suffering had a telling effect on his con- 
stitution, and after the close of the war he 
went West, where he engaged in farming for 
two years. Then he returned and settled in 
Chicopee Falls He was an employe in the 
shops of the Wason Manufacturing Co. at 
Brightwood, and also in the shops of the 
Boston and Albany road, where be was a 
tine workman, showing # natural aptitude 
for the work But owing to the trouble 
which bis shoulder gave him he was obliged 
to give up this work and asked for train 
service. Mr. Adams, the master mechanic, 
wanted to put him in charge of the wreck- 
ing crew, but it was feared that this work 
would be too severe for him and so he was 
given the position of baggagemaster on 
Camp’s train, which he continued to fill 
until his last illness. He was a man well

So the People Are Speculating as to the 
Value of that Surety Company’s 
Bond for $10,000. 


What has been a foregone conclusion for 
weeks regarding the electric road situation 
in Ware has now become a certainty. The 
cars are not running. Nor can the most 
sanguine believer in the Ware company give 
any guess as to when they will be. The cars 
were to be runniog by December Ist, and as 
a guarantee of its good intentious the com- 
pany posted a bond for $10,000, which was to 
be forfeited if it did not build. It has not 
built. What is the bond good for? Thatis 
what Ware people would like to know. 
Ware people want an electric road, and are 
not in the best of temper over the failure of 
one to materializ?. The Ware correspondent 
of the Springtield Sunday Republican had 
this to say of the situation last Sunday: 

The past week: has witnessed no apparent 
change in the electric railway situation. 
No workmen have arrived and no member 
of the company has putin an appearance. 
Some of the poles which had been strung 
along the streets have been taken away by 
order of the superintendent of streets on 
account of being a hindrance to trattic, and 
others of them would never be accepted for 
permanent construction under a franchise 
which calls for smooth, straight poles. 
Superintendent Fairbanks had some corre- 
spondence with Edward F. Draper with 
reference to the poles, and in replying Mr. 
Draper took occasion to explain his failure 
to appear in Ware, as he had promised. He 
said that the Stoughton and Randolph road, 
in which he is interested, has been baving 
some difficulty with a rival concern, and 
that this annoyance necessitated his presence 
in bis home town, Stoughton. He added 
that he would be on hand Thursday, but for 
reasons of his own he did not go to Ware on 
that day, nor has he been seen there since. 

Now that only the short space of four days 
intervenes before Dacember 1, the bond, 
which was given by the American surety 
company, is being asked about. There are 
several who have not seen the instrument, 
and who do not even know its contents, who 
are stoutly asserting that it is worthless, 
and that the town will not be able to collect 
one cent of the $10,000 in case a suit is 
brought upon it. On the other hand, a 
former member of the company, who 
evidently believed he had reason for 
personal pique because of the criticism of 
the Ware street railway company, said that 
the public bad no concern in what that com- 
pany might or might not do, since the 
town’s interests were protected by the bond 
Perhaps the bond is good and perhaps it 
may be worthless for collection. A suit at 
law can best determine that question. But 
in the meantime, while looking forward to 
such a suit or awaiting its outcome, it is 










































liked by his employers and his fellow em- 
ployes, a man in whom they placed con- 
fidence and trust, which they never found 
misplaced.

WARREN STRIKE IS ENDED. 


All Differences Satisfactorily Adjusted, and 
the Weavers Back at Work. 


The strike at Jenks’s mill in Warren was 
ended Tuesday afternoon, and the weavers 
resumed work Wednesday. A public meet- 
ing was held in Hibernian Hall Tuesday 
morning at which the weavers stated their 
grievances and Mr. Jenks explained the 
position of the corporation. The matter of 
the reduction of } cent per yard, which was 
the immediate cause of the strike, Mr. Jenks 
explained was on a line of goods out of his 
regular weave, but work which he had taken 
from one of the Rhode Island mills in order 
to keep the mill running while he was 
changing the season’s work. The cut was 
not a cut .in wages, but an adjustment on 
this particular line to equalizs the wages 
with the work of the rest of the weavers, as 
it was found even after the cut that those 
working on this particular line were earning 
about 25 per cent more than those on the 
regular weaves. Mr. Jenks expressed his 
willingness to concede the 4 cent on this 
particular weave, as there was very little 
more of it to be done, but considered it au 
injustice toa part of the weavers who could 
not have this work to do. 

In regard to the system of fines, Mr. 
Jenks explained that the system as used in 
the mill had been arranged to be just to all; 
that it bad not been ironclad, as that would 
have made it hard on the weavers who were 
learning and were less competent, but he 
was willing to adopt any system which was 
used by mills of repute making a similar 
line of goods, but that such a schedule, if 
adopted, would be rigidly kept up to. As 
the concessions were all the weavers asked, 
they decided to go back provided they might 
go in a body and that no exceptions would 
be made in case of those who had been 
leaders. Mr. Jenks expressed regret that 
the weavers had shown lack of confidence in 
him and had gone out without waiting for 
his return to town, as in the twenty years of 


his running the mill this was the first strike 
that had occurred. 





Death of Walter P. Bishop of Thorndike. 


Walter P. Bishop, 26, died Sunday night 
about 9.15 at the home of his parents in 
Tborndike with lung trouble, after an illness 
of a number of months. He was the oldest 
son of Harry T. and Lucy A. Bishop, and 
was born in Thorndike and educated in the 
public schools of the town. A few years 
ago he secured a position as paymaster and 
bookkeeper for the Cordis mills at Millbury, 
where he lived for some time. Returning to 
Palmer he entered the office of the Thorn- 
dike Company and remained there until his 
health failed. A stay of several months in 
Soutbern Pines, N C., seemed to benefit bim, 
and he returned much improved, but a few 
montbs ago he began to fail and sank rapidly. 
Mr. Bishop was well known and popular, 
and the announcement of his death carried 
sorrow to many friends. He leaves a wife 
and two children, besides a father and moth- 
er, two sisters and one brother. The funeral 
was held Wednesday afternoon at 1.30 from 
the home of his parents, Rev. E. B. Blanch- 
ard of Prookfield, formerly pastor of the 
Congregational church in Thorndike, offi- 
ciating. A quartette of male voices from 
Ludlow sang. The bearers were Thomas

But whatever 
its strength or whatever its worth, one 
thing is certain,—it affords a legal basis fora 


claim agaiust the Ware street railway com- 


pany. The rest is for the courts to decide. 
Of course the town is not anxious for 
litigation on such a subject and every 
citizen would be glad for reason to avoid it. 
But the only reason that would be con- 
sidered by the public as sufficient at this 
time would be a little tangible evidence of 
that good faith which was so plentiful at the 
hearing last July, and which has been so 
woefully lacking ever since. It may be 
clever, but it is not profitable, to hoodwink 
3000 people on a subject in which they are 
very much in earnest. 


Board of Health Takes Exceptions. 


Editor Palmer Journal:—In the last issue 
of your paper there appeared an article re- 
garding cases of scarlet fever in Bondsville. 
Also an editorial upon the subject matter of 
said article. Inasmuch as both of them 
tried to make it appear that there is want 
of harmony and unity between the school 
committee and the board of health, aad io 


view of the fact that the several false state- 
ments therein reflect upon the efficiency of 
the board of health by implying that it is 
careless of the health of the pupils in our 
schools, and that, as chairman of said board 
I have been negligent and refused to comply 
with the repeated requests of some of 
the school committee, I ask that you publish 
in your next issue the following statement. 


As chairman of the board of health I 
assume all responsibility for failure to notify 
the school committee of cases of contagious 
disease. The article in your paper very 
properly criticizes me for failure to report 
such cases. I can only say this: Prior to 


Tuesday, Nov. 21,1 never had knowledge 
that the law required such duty of boards of 
health. Neither have I been asked or re- 
quested by any member of the school com- 
mittee to report to that committee cases of 
contagious diseases. While ignorance of 
the law is no excuse, yetit may show that 
there was no intent to slight the committee 
or endanger the health of the pupils. Any 
request (or intimation that the law was not 
complied with) would have been promptly 
acted upon. This, as wel’ as the other parts of 
the article referred to are as unjust as they 
are untrue. Your informant could not have 
been a member of the school committee, as 
neither before the appearance of your article 
nor since has any statement been made that 
would indicate any misunderstanding, or 
that the committee attaches any blame to 
our board. 


Referring to the complaint from the school 
committee regarding nuisance about grounds 
of Bondsville school building. The letter 
was written June 5th, and within 48 bours I 
went to Bondsville and investigated the 
same. I did not inform the committee of 


such action, and consequently they had no 
official knowledge that our board had taken 
any steps to abate the same. At our meet- 
ing June 16th the complaint was entered on 
the minutes, but no action was taken there- 
on, as it had been given attention some days 
before. The board of health has held two 
regular meetings since last March, on April 
10th and June 16th, as our records will 
show. We also have had several informal 
conferences in the interval. Can this be 
reconciled with the statement that we have 
not held a meeting since last March, or the 
insinuation that we have not held a consul- 
tation in nearly a year? 


A word as to the Hannifin cases. Our 
board has an understanding with Dr. Smith 
of Bondsville whereby he puts up a con- 
tagious disease card as soon as he makes a 
diagnosis. Hethen mails reports of the case 
tome. The first Hannitin child was visited 


by Dr. Smith on Saturday evening. He 
posted the house on Sunday, and there 
being no mail from Bondsville until Monday 
his notice did not come to my hands until 
Tuesday morning. However, the house had 
been posted for more than 36 hours, the 
public had warning, and (as in all cases) 
the children warned not to go to school. 
For this extra early placarding it has been 
made to appear that the so-called discovery 
made by the school committee was only ad- 
ditional evidence of dilatory tactics on my 
part. Dr. Smith informs me that he notified 
the Bondsville member of the school com- 
mittee of this case on Monday, Nov. 20th 
Such being the case their information was 24 
hours ahead of that received by the board of 
health. 


In conclusion permit me to say that while 
I am a member of this board I shall always 
cheerfully report future cases to the school 
committee, and that the work we do asa 


health beard is not heralded by a blare of 
trumpets, but is rather on a retiring and 
reticent plan, And while I realize the 
many criticisms that can be made of all acts 
of public officials, yet in this instance I 
realize that a litite knowledge of our work 
proved dangerous to our pe sabes as a 
board, and hope in future that those who 
make public criticisms will not jump at con- 
clusions.

This it would 
have done, as at the time the extension was 
asked for it had provisional contracts for the 
construction of the road, with a bond from 
the contractor for the completion of the 
work on time and a contract from him to 
begin work within a few days. Ware people 
however were led astray by promises of a 
road managed by a bome company which 
was bot even formed then, and allowed 
themselves-to believe that such a road would 
come. It has proved an ignis fatuus how- 
ever, and has not materialized yet. The 
franchise expired yesterday with the failure 
to have the cars running; nothing has been 
done, The JournaL makes the prediction 
that when Ware finally gets electric road 
connection it will be through the Palmer and 
Monson company. 


OxE of the most colossal swindles of

Massachusetts Epileptic Hospital Report. 


The report of the trustees of the Massa- 
chusetts Epileptic Hospital for the year 
ending September 30 has been issued by the 
state as a public document No. 62. The 
report states that this is the first year dur- 
ing the whole of which the Lospital has been 
in active operation, and much in the line of 
arrangements of details and preparation has 
been necessary. The work has been some- 
what delayed by the resignation of Dr. 
Copp as superintendent, but nevertheless 
the work of the institution has been marked 
by progress and the officials are well satis- 
fied with its condition. The vacancy in the 
board of trustees by the death of William S. 
Hyde of Ware has been filled by the ap- 
pointment of Col. H. M. Phillips of Spring- 
field. Dr. Everett Flood assumed the duties 
as superintendent in the latter part of June. 
In the same month Dr. E. J. Spratling and 
Dr. Leo Tobias resigned. At present there 
are two acting internes, Dr. A. O, Morton 
and Dr. M. B. Hodskins. Continuing the 
report says: 

During the year the main work of the in- 
stitution has been the care and treatment of 
the patients. Owing to the change in super- 
intendents it has not been found advisable to 
hasten in the construction of the new build- 
ings. The high price of building materials 
at the present time has furnished one reason 
for not pressing the work. <A small wooden 
cottage on the place has been remodeled and 
will accommodate 20 male patients who do 
not need constant supervision. The super- 
intendent reports 216 patients on Sept. 30; 
the daily average of patients during the 
year, 206 43; per capita cost per week, $4.50. 
‘A table giving the residence of patients ad- 
mitted by counties shows Soffolk to have 
the largest representation—38; Worcester, 
Hampden and Middlesex have 11 each, Es- 
sex and Berkshire eight each, Bristol six, 


Plymouth four, Norfolk three and Franklin 
one.

CLERGYMAN FOR EXPANSION. 


Thinks United States Should Hold 
Conquered Countries. 


ONLY FOLLOWING THE DIVINE PLAN. 


A Thanksgiving Day Sermon Which Will 
Give But Little Comfort to the 
Anti-Expansionists. 


Rev. A. L Howe of the M. E. church at 
Warren preached a bright Thanksgiving 
sermon to his audience on Wednesday even- 
ing of last week, an extended abstract of 
which is here given by request. Mr. Howe's 
theme was ‘' A favored nation,” and his text 
Psalm 147:20, ‘He hath not dealt so with 
any nation.’”’ He said in part: 

We are aware that this text refers to Israel, 
but itis applicable in a very marked man- 
ner to our own highly favored nation. There 
is a strong temptation at such a time to array 
the evils which confront us; but while there 
may be some cause for criticism, let us turn 
our thoughts to the bright side of American 
history and see there the hand of God as it| 
guided us in the fulfillment of a divine mis- 
sion. 

1. We see the hand of God in the discoy- 
ery of our continent. The nation is not a 
political accident. We do not find its origin 
with Bancroft in the compact made on the 
May flower, nor, as Some say, in the pulpit of 
Jobn Knox, nor with a certain German his- 
torian who holds Calvin to be the “virtual 
founder” of the United States nor yet did 
its roots spring from the soil where Crom-

well’s Ironsides defeated the forces of King 
Charles; we should go back of these and tind 
that America was of heavenly birth, was 
“born of the Bible.” The nation does not 
represent money. Its fountain head, at 
least, is up among the shining hills of God, 
whence flows religious and civil freedom. 
The discovery of this nation was left toa 
people who were a God-fearing people. 


2. We were favored by God in the settle- 
ment of this land. A flock of birds caused 
the settlement of South America by the Latin 
races, while an ax laid near the compass di- 
rected the course of the Pilgrims to the north, 


and America became peopled with the Anglo- 
Saxon race. All of the early settlements 
were influenced largely by religious convic- 
tions. The first settlers of Florida were 
persecuted Huguenots. The English under 
Gilbert and Raleigh came from religious mo- 
tives. But the hand of God is seen not only 
in the early settlements, but in their continu- 
ation and preservation. 


3. We are greatly favored by God in our 
territory and resources. Consider our posi- 
tion. Our nation is situated in the most 
beautiful climate, and is protected on the 
east by three thousand miles of water, and 
on the west by six thousand, on the north by 
cold regions which can never be densely pop- 
ulated, and on the south by an expanse of 


water and a narrow neck of land across 
which an enemy could not easily come. A 
second protection is two great mountain 
chains, one on the east and the other on the 
west coast. Our position also places us in 
the path of the world’s commerce. We bold 
the key to the situation. With thousands of 
miles of sea coast and many splendid har- 
bors we can command this great trade. In 
addition to this we have 14,000 miles of navi- 
gable rivers which offer unusual facilities 
for transportion of freight and passengers 
God has given us a chosen territory. If we 
glance at our resources, which are simply in- 
exhaustible, we see bow wonderfully God 
has provided for the future generations 
Edward Atkinson says, whereas we now 
support sixty million people, ‘tone hundred 
million could be sustained without increas- 
ing the area of a single farm or adding one 
to their number. And then there might re- 
main for export twice the quantity we now 
send abroad to feed the hungry in foreign 
lands.” If this be true, one-half of our 
arable land, when cultivated, would feed a 
population of a thousand million souls, and 
leave one thousand million bushels of grain | 
for export. Texas alone could feed the 
American people, produce the world’s sup- 
ply of cotton, apd have seventy-five thou- 
sand square wiles remain uncultivated. 
Place our entire population into'Texas and 
it would not be as densely populated as Eng- 
land or Germany. No wonder Mr. Gladstone 
said we have “fa natural basis for the greut- 
est continuous empire ever established by 
man.” In all this we see God providing for 
the great nation to come, which under a 
divine band is to bring about a reign of 
righteousness. God laid the foundation, 
and in the erection of the superstructure a 
plan is equally visible, for

we began our course to true freedom. But 
no people could be free while they held in 
bondage the black brother There was a 
curse among us of which we must rid our- 
selves if we were to preach righteousness to 
the captive.

It became necessary therefore 
for God to purge us, and at what tremendous 
cost. But when the shackles fell from three 
million slaves it meant freedom, not only to 
the blacks but to every American citizen 
Liberty is the watchword of the American 
people, and that principle in the hand of a 
great people will become a mighty force in 
the process of civilizing the world. Since 
that God-given victory, a5 a nation we have 
stood before the world the exponents of civil 
and religious liberty. 

5 ButI believe as in no other, we may 
see the hand of God in our recent war with 
Spain. After we had gained our own free- 
dom by two fierce struggles, there ensued a 
period of prosperity such as had never been 
witnessed. The phenomenal growth of the 
Republie finally brought us to a position 
where it became necessary to carry into 
effect the principles for which we stood. At 
our door was an oppressed people. Their 
cries for help reached our ears. The nation 
could not refuse that call and we found our- 
selves in a war not for the freedom of our- 
selves, but for another. Strange spectacle 
this. Look at the conditions. Mr. Dewey 
was in Hong Kong with our little squadron.

HELEN KELLER'’S EXAMINATIONS. 


Miss Helen Keller, having completed, 
under the tutorship of Merton S. Keith, her 
preparation for college in three years in- 
stead of in the four which had been assigned 
by some of her friends for the purpose, went 
to Cambridge in June last to take the regu- 
lar entrance examinations for Radcliffe. She 
had successfully given the usual subjects 
at the preliminary examination, two years 
ago, and these remained for this entrance 
examinations: Geometry, algebra, 
mentary Greek, advanced Greek and ad- 
vanced Latin. 

It is quite certain that no person ever took 
a college examination with so heavy a 
handicap—we may say with so many kinds 
of a handicap—as Helen Keller’s on this 
oceasion. As all the world knows, 
could not see the examination papers nor 
hear the voice of an examiner. The natural 
method of communicating the questions to 
her would have been to make use of the 
fingers of her old-time “teacher”? and inter- 
preter, Miss Sullivan. Miss Sullivan does 
not know Greek or Latin or the higher 
mathematics, and while she is able to serve 
Helen by communicating to her printed 
Greek and Latin, letter by letter, 
she could not, even if she had been so dis- 
posed, have given her the slightest assist- 
ance in answering the examinations. But it 
was deemed best by all concerned to avoid 
even the remotest suggestion or possibility 
of assistance. A gentleman was found—Mr. 
Vining of the Perkins institution, who had 
never met Helen Keller and who was quite 
unknown to her and unable to speak to her, 
who could take the examination papers as 
fast as they were presented and write them 
out in Braille characters, the system of 
writing in punctured points now much used 
by the blind. The questions thus transcribed 
by him, were putinto Helen’s hands in the 
examination room, in the presence of a 
proctor who could not communicate with 
her, and she wrote out her answers on the 
typewriter. 

Here, however, came in one of the addi- 
tional points of Helen’s handicap. There 
are two systems of Braille writing—the 
English and the American. There are 
marked differences between them—very 
much such differences as those between the 
two principal systems of shorthand writing. 
Helen Keller has been accustomed te the 
English system, in which nearly all the 
books which have been put into Braille are 
printed. As the arrangement with Mr. 
Vining was completed but a day or two 
before, and as it was not known to her that 
he did not write the English Braille, it was 
impossible to make any other arrangement. 
She had to puzzle out the unfamiliar method 
of writing, much as a writer of the Pitman 
stenography might use his sense of logic and 
general intelligence by a tour de force, to 
enable him to read the Graham shorthand; 
and this labor was added to the other labor 
of Helen Keller’s examination. To add to 
her difficulties, her Swiss watch, made for 
the blind, had been forgotten at home, and 
there was no one at hand, on either of the 
days of the examination, to give her the 
time. She worked in the dark with regard 
to the time which remained to her as she 
went along from question to question. 

But she passed the examination triumph- 
antly in every study. In advanced Greek, 
which her tutor regarded as her “‘star’’ 
study, she received a “BR,” which is a very 
high mark. Yet here, the time and the 
Braille difficulty worked most heavily 
against her. What her marking was in the 
other studies is not known; it is only knowD 
that she passed them. 

Helen Keller is now ready for matricula- 
tion as astudent of Radcliffe College. Her 
passing of the examinations, especially 
under such circumstances, is in itself a 
wonderful achievement. No particle of its 
severity was abated for her because she is 
deaf, dumb and blind, and no precautions 
were remitted because she is known to be 
incapable of deceit. She sat in total dark- 
ness and alone, without the touch of any 
friendly hand. A_ slip pricked with un- 
familiar characters was put before her, and 
her typewriter clicked out its quick and true 
response to the hard questions. That was 
all. Will any other human being, living in 
such a world of silence and darkness, ever 
do as much? 

The question may well be asked, will 
Helen Keller now take the regular college 
course? Who will interpret to her the 
lectures in foreign languages which she can- 
not hear? No one can do this. No lecture, 
even in English, can be translated to her in 
the manual alphabet as rapidly us it is 
spoken. Her usual interpreter knows no 
foreign tongue. Who will read to her all the 
required matter of the courses of reading, 
none of which has been put into raised 
print? Itis beyond mechanical possibility 
to give her all this through her fingers. The 
obstacles appear insurmountable. But that 
is the principal reason why Helen Keller is 
inclined to surmount them —Boston Trans- 
eript.

THIS TIME MR. AND MRS. W. H. BUGBEE 


Married 50 Years Ago Next Sunday. Well- 
known, Long-time and Respected 
Residents. 


Next Sunday will be the golden wedding 
day of Mr. and Mrs. William H. Bugbee of 
Monson. The couple are not planning any 
special observance of the anniversary, but 
will doubtless receive calls from their many 
friends.

When the girls were sick they were well 
taken care of, and Mrs. Bugbee’s kind heart 
was proverbial among them. In 1888 the 
couple removed to Springfield, where they 
were employed upon the Barney estate. Re- 
turning at the end of the second year they 
assumed the management of the town farm. 
This position they held for two years, after 
which they moved into their present home, a 
double house which they built about 20 years 
ago with the expectation of spending in it 
their declining years. Both are prominent 
in the Universalist church, being among the 
early members of that denomination in 
town. 

Mr. Bugbee is a Democrat in politics, and 
has represented his party three times on the 





board of selectmen, in ’95, 6 and 7, being in 
office when the state highway was put in. 
He served as special police for three years, 
and has been cattle inspector for the past six 
years. In connection with the latter office 
Mr. Bugbee states that the warm, well-built 
barns are responsible for the great amount 
of tuberculosis encountered at the present 
day, and that the poorest barns in town are 
the homes of the most vigorous cattle. He 
says that the farmers are not nearly as 
averse to the killing of their animals as they 
were a few years ago, realizing that they 
receive fair pay for that which in nine cases 
out of ten is worthless. 


Mrs Bugbee’s maiden name was Emme- 
line Marcy, and she was born in Holland, the 
daughter of Loren and Eliza (Adams) 
Marcy, and resided with her parents until 
ber marriage. She has two sisters living, 
Mrs. Carrie Cutting and Mrs. Sarah Reming- 
ton, both of Worcester. Mr. Bugbee is the 
son of Newman and Eliza (Smith) Bugbee, 
and was bornin Union. His boyhood and 
youth were spent upon his father’s farm. 
His marriage to Miss Marcy took place in 
the little town of Ashford, Ct, the couple 
driving there for the ceremony. After their 
marriage they returned to the bome of the 
bride, where a reception was held. The 
only guests who are living are Mrs. Cutting, 
Mrs. Remington and Lucius S. Bugbee, a 
brother who now resides with Mr. and Mrs. 

After this the Bugbees went to 
Stafford, where for 23 years Mr. Bugbee was 
boss-weaver in one of the mills, resigning 
that position to come to Monson.

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NEW BUSINESS AT WIRE MILL. 


Rolling Mill to be Built There in 
Near Future. 


OTHER NEW MACHINERY TO BE PUT IN. 


With All in Operation About a Hundred 
Additional Hands Will Find 
Employment There. 


For some time there have been rumors of 
a material increase in the business and plant 
of the Wright & Colton Wire Company at 
Palmer, and Palmer people will be glad to 
know that the near future promises a con- 
siderable addition to the number of work- 
men employed there, with a consequent in- 
creased payroll. 

Already a number of new wire drawing 
frames and machinery are in process of con- 
struction at Worcester, to be added to the 
Palmer plant as soon as completed, probably 
within a month. Other machinery is also 
on the way here. The installation of this 
machinery will crowd the quarters DOW 
occupied by the wire nail machinery, which 
will be removed to the present storehouses, 
other and extensive 
product in this line turned out, the plan 
being to install a large number of these 
machines. 

The factory at Worcester is using a large 
amount of wire in the manufacture of 
screws, a8 well as in its other departments, 
and finds considerable difficulty in getting 
all the rods necessary to enable its wire 
drawing departments to supply the needed 
wire. Hence the company contemplates the 
establishment of a rolling mill in connection 
with its plant at Palmer, to furnish the rods. 
This mill would take the ingots as they 
come from the smelter and convert them 
into rods for use of the wire drawers. The 
mill would start with a capacity of 30 or 40 
tons a day, to be increased as necessary. 
Employment in this department 
would be given to about 30 hands, while 
about 100 new men will find work when all 
the new machinery contemplated is in 
operation. While plans for the rolling will 
have been drawn, no time has been set for 
its construction, though it is extremely 
probable that it will be in operation within a 
year. Ultimately there is a prospect that a 
department will be added for the conversion 
of scrap iron into ingots for the use of the 
rolling mill. New England supplies large 
quantities of this scrap, which now has to be 
freighted away and converted into bars, and 
then freighted back. When the rolling mill 
is in full operation it will not only supply 
all the wire used by the company at both its 
Palmer and Worcester mills, but will also 
have a surplus with which to supply some of 
the smaller wire mills in this section.

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BOARD OF HEALTH IS DEFIED. 


Woman Tears Down Scarlet Fever 
Card Put on Her House. 


SAID CHILD DID NOT HAVE DISEASE. 


She is Finally Made to Understand the Law 
and Agrees to Obey the Orders 
Given Her. 


A case of scarlet fever appeared in Three 
Rivers Wednesday which gave the board of 
health some trouble before the matter 
finally settled down to its proper status. 
Miss Sweet, one of the teachers in the school, 
noticed that one of her scholars, a six-years- 
old daughter of Alex Gervais, was losing 
her skin in patches; she sent the child home 
and sent Dr. Boulay to see her. He pro- 
nounced it scarlet fever and ordered the girl 
kept at home, and also ordered another child 
in the family, who was attending the paro- 
chial school, to stay at home. He putupa 
contagious placard, which Mrs. 
Gervais tore down later. She said that the 
child did not have scarlet fever, but that 
the skinning was due to a mixture put on 
the face to cure chapped skin. The law was 
explained to her, with its possible penalties, 
and she was told what she would have to do, 
and finally 


disease 


whether she wanted to or not, 
concluded to obey orders and allow the card 
to remain up. The school was closed and 
fumigated before the schulars were allowed 
to attend again. 

While there is no apparent danger at pres- 
ent of an epidemic of scarlet fever in the 
town, the number of cases are increasing 
somewhat and parents will do well to look 
carefully after the health of their children. 
Especially is this so in view of the generally 
mild form which the disease is taking. The 
great danger in scarlet fever lies in the possi- 
ble effects of a relapse after the patient is on 
the road to recovery. So light have been 
some of the cases that parents did not know 
their children had the disease until others in 
the family came down with itin a more pro- 
nounced form. In one family where five 
children have the disease, four coming down 
together, it was found that they took it from 
a brother who had been about at play every 
day apparently as well as ever; on being 
questioned by a physician the mother re- 
membered that on undressing the boy one 
night a week or so previous she had noticed 
a slight rash on his back; it was gone the 
next day and she thought nothing more of it. 
It was scarlet fever, however, and the rest of 
the children now have it. A man called on 
a physician a few days ago to get something 
for an eruption on his body which was get- 
ting painful. The physician looked him over 
and told him to go home and go to bed and 
keep warm; he was nicely broken out with 
scarlet fever. There can hardly be too much 
care on the part of parents as to the con- 
dition of their children, and a little watch- 
fulness may prevent serious results. 


Concerning the Weather. 


“4 prophet is never without honor save ip 
hisown town.” This may be applied to proph- 
ets of all descriptions, and is brought partic- 
ularly to the attention of Palmer people by 
‘the recent predictions of B. Frank Coffin, the 
local weather prophet, the value of which 
may not be fully realized by his fellow 
townsmen, as they do not know of their ac- 
curacy. Wednesday Mr. Coffin gathered in 
some bets on a statement which did not 
agree with the weather bureau. He made 
the prediction on Tuesday that the following 
day would be bright and spring-like, though 
the weather bureau said cold, and Coffin’s 
prediction came true. He says that this 
winter will be mild and there will be but lit- 
tle snow, and though he does not care to give 
all his reasons, he calls attention to one 
thing in particular. He says the nests of the 
muskrats are not more than two feet high in 
nearly all cases, and if cold weather were a 
possibility they would be from four to five 
feet high. Then again the bark on the north 
side of the trees is no thicker than on the 
south side, while in prospect of cold weather 
thers would be a difference of at least a 
quarter-inch in many cases. Mr. Coffin does 
not say that these reasons are anything but 
old-fashioned, but he adds that his predic- 
tions have proved reliable in the past, and 
that those who laugh are as anxious as the 
others to hear what he says. Mr. Cofiinis a 
well known personage in town, where he bas 
lived for years, and is the possessor of many 
stories of queer actions. For a number of 
years he has made correct predictions con- 
cerning the weather. 





New Night Mail to Brattleboro. 


The new mail service on the Central 
Vermout went into effect Monday, mail 
being carried now on the 6.50 north in the 
evening. This change affects the Palmer 
post office, and the mail which goes from 
this closes at 620. As the present 
appropriation not enable the post- 
master general to place a new mail clerk on 
the road, the extra work will devolve on the 
three regular clerks who are at present em- 
ployed.

| Belchertown’s Oldest Resident and the

Henry Augustus Denney, 97, Belcher- 
town’s oldest resident, died at the home of 
his daughter, Mrs. Jolin Anderson, Monday 
afternoon at 1 o’clock.

Warning to Senders of Newspapers. 

Considerable trouble would be saved all 
parties concerned if the depositors of 
papers and other published articles which 
come under second-class matter would make 
sure, before placing them in the post office, 
that sufficient postage had been put on the 
articles. This can easily be done by simply 
asking the postmaster or his assistant to 
weigh the package, which they will gladly 
do. Papers of this class demand one cent 
postage for every four ounces, but many 
people have the idea that a paper will go for 
one cent, no matter what it weighs, which 
doubtless leads to making the mistake. 
When papers with insufficient postage are 
found at the post office, if there is no means 
of knowing the sender, a card, especially 
adapted for this purpose, is sent to the 


addresse, who, if he sends the proper amount, 


will receive the article. Butin the majority 
of cases, a8 the person to whom the paper is 


addressed does not know what awaits him, 


he seldom takes the trouble to send for it 
and then itis destroyed. In this way many 
papers never reach those for whom they are 
intended. A little caution would save all 
this trouble.

man, received three bad cuts in his face last 
Friday night in a street row from a knife in 
the hands of Johu K»wacyk, a Pole, who 
was arrested Monday. One of the cuts ex- 
tended from the left ear about four inches 
toward the point of the chin, and was not 
deep except in the middle; another cut ex- 
tended from the corner of the mouth about 
an inch and a half diagonally downward, 
and a third was across the chin just below 
the lip. This was the deepest of all, and ex- 
tended nearly through. Superneau went to 
the office of Dr. Fournier, where eleven 
stitches were required to close the cuts. 

Kowacyk appeared in court Tuesday 
morning charged with the cutting, and 
strangely enough the stories of both accuser 
and accused agreed substantially, the only 
difference being as to the point where the 
row occurred, and the claims then being 
only about a hundred feet apart. The 
trouble started in the hotel barroom earlier 
in the evening, when Superneau tried to 
sell Kowacyk a pipe, he being a mapu- 
facturer of that article. The offer was de- 
clined and an obnoxious epithet applied to 
Superneau. A fight was imminent until the 
bartender stopped the muss. Superneau 
and his three friends left at and 
Kowacyk and his two friends lats They 
passed the Superneau party near wae drug 
store on their way to their home on the 
Palmer road, and when across the railroad 
track were attacked by Supernean’s gang. 
Kowacyk claims that he was knocked down, 
and on rising drew a pocket knife which he 
used about his work in the mill, and de- 
fended himself. He did so most effectively, 
for besides Superneau’s three cuts on the 
face his coat sleeve was slashed, and 
another of the party had his coat cut. The plea 
of Kowacyk’s lawyer, D F. Dillon, was 
self-defense, but Judge Leach held that a 
man who bad two friends with him was 
hardly justified in doing so much slashing, 
even when attacked and knocked down, 
provided he had as much open space to run 
in as did Kowacyk, and held him for the 
grand jury in $500 bonds. 

Kowacyk is not wholly to blame in the 
matter, however, fora bystander overheard 
one of the Superneau party say in French, 
as the Poles passed them on the street, 
“Let's go for them now,” to which another 
replied, ‘‘No, you fool, there’s a policeman 
there,” pointing to Officer Manning, who 
stood a few feet away. There is little doubt 
but that the Superneau party followed and 
pitched upon the Poles in order to get re- 
venge for the names called earlier in the 
evening, and got the worst of it. 

Kowacyk was taken to Springfield 
Wednesday, being unable to furnish bail.

Free Aid For the People.—Prevention of 
Loss by Injurious Insects. 


The attacks of injurious insects probably 
cause the loss of several millions of dollars 
in Massachusetts alone each year. This 
has not always been the case, but insects 
are becoming more abundant and conse- 
quently more destructive. Much of this 
destruction, however, could be either in 
part or wholly prevented if the proper 
methods of treatment were made use of, and 
that this is not more frequently done is very 
unfortunate. It is probable that the reason 
for the apparent negligence in this regard is 
due to ignorance as to what the insect is in 
each particular case and what to do to pre- 
vent its ravages. Itis this very uncertainty 
which results in nothing being done in most 
cases. 

In order to provide this information for 

residents of the state, the Entomological 
Division of the Hatch Experiment Station 
at Amberst offers its services without 
charge to all who may desire them. In 
order to obtain this assistance, write to 
the Entomologist, Hatch Experiment 
Station at Amherst, Mass, describing the 
trouble, and also if possible, send samples 
of the injury and the insect causing it, and 
attention will at once be given to the 
matter. 
As the Hatch Experiment Station of Mass- 
achusetts is supported in part by state ap- 
propriation such a use of its facilities by the 
people of the state is not only justifiable but 
most desirable, for it was established for just 
that purpose, and no one that incurs loss by 
insect ravages can excuse himself for that 
loss except on the ground of ignorance that 
such assistance could be obtained. 





An Assortment of Drunks. 


Three cases of drunk occupied the atten- 
tion of the district court Tuesday morning. 
James Dady of Holyoke was fined $5, and 
in default of funds was sent up. Fred 
Dockery pleaded not guilty to a similar 
charge, but Probation Officer Merriam had 
seen him intoxicated on the street in the 
afternoon, and Oflicer Conroy found him in 
a similar condition late at nightin the C. Vv. 
round house. He was fined $10 and given 
until to-morrow in which to make payment. 
M. D. Sullivan pleaded guilty and Judge 
Leach said, “$10? When Mark finally un- 
derstood he exclaimed, ‘‘Gee! can’t you 
shade that a little, Judge? its pretty steep!” 
His Honor suggested that if Mark would 
stop drinking for six moutbs he would be 
glad to remit the fine, whereupon Sullivan 
blandly remarked, “I can’t make ten a 
easier.’ He was working regularly, he 
said, and promised to stop drinking. Judge 
Leach warned = him that tontinued 
appearance before him would mean a jail 
sentence, and hoped he would refrain from 
drinking for six months at least, again 
suggesting that he would be glad to remit 
the fine in that event. A bright thought 
struck Mark and he said, “Well, I'll tell 
you: You keep the money, and if I keep 
sober six months I'll come around and 
collect it.’ He was given until to-morrow 
to make payment, but with no agreement as 
to a rebate for good behavior. 


Death of a Former Three Rivers Resident. 


Col. George R. Davis, director-general of 
the World’s Columbian Exposition, who 
died recently at his home in Chicago, was 
the son of Benjamin Davis, a former super- 
intendent of the old miil at Three Rivers, 
and was born in that place in 1836. He 
studied law in Springfield, , but before ad- 
mission to the bar was made captain of com- 
pany H, Eighth Massachusetts infantry, in 
July, 1862 He was major of the Third Rhode 
Island cavalry during the greater part of the 
Civil war. At the end of the war he had the 
brevet rank of colonel. When mustered out 
of the service in New Orleans Colonel Davis 
accepted the position of superintendent of 
river, road and railroad transportation at 
the railroad station of that city. Later he 
became attached to General Sheridan’s 


headquarters in Chicago in a civil capacity, 
and so remained until 1871, when he resigned 
to engage in manufacturing. He leaves two 
brothers, Frank and Henry, both of Ware. 








Palmer Boy Dies on His Way Home From 
the Philippines. 


Fred A. Walker, Company D, 9th U. s. 
infantry, who died on the transport Rio 
Janerio which arrived in San Francisco the 
first of the week from tke Philippines, was a 
former resident of Palmer. His mother, 
Mrs. Hattie Walker of Holyoke, formerly 
lived in the family of C. E. Fuller on South 
Main street. Walker was born in Otto 


River, but has spent much of his life in 
Palmer. A little over a year ago he enlisted 
at the recruiting station in Springfield and 
was first sent to Sag Harbor, N. Y. Later he 
was sept to the Philippines. He was very 
well known in town, and his death is 
grieved by many friends. 
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MONSON POSTMASTER NOMINATED. 


George H. Seymour Named by the Presi- 
dent on Tuesday. 

The nomination of George H. Seymour for 
postmaster of Monson was sent to the Senate 
by the President Tuesday, and practically 
settles the contest in that town. The nomi- 
nation will doubtless be promptly confirmed. 

George H. Seymour is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. George W. Seymour of Monson, and 
will be one of the youngest postmasters in 
the state in charge of a third class office. 
Mr. Seymour was born in Torrington, Ct., 





June 4, 1875. During his early life he lived 
at Rocky Hill and Vernon in that state, 
coming to Monson with his parents in the 
fall of ’82, and receiving his early education 
in the Monson public schools. At the age of 
15 he entered the employ of Gage & Rey- 
nolds, straw hat manufacturers, where he 
remained four years, afterwards attending 
Eastman’s business college, from which he 
graduated in 4, ranking second in a large 
class. In July, 1895, he entered the Monson 
post Office as clerk under H. W. Shaw, who 
was acting postmaster owing to the death of 
Portmaster Farrington. When Mr. Herlihy, 
the present postmaster, was appointed, he 
retained Mr. Seymour, appointing him as- 
sistant postmaster, which position he has 
held to the present time. Mr. Seymour is 
descended from old colonial stock, being the 
eighth generation in direct line of John and 
Richard Seymour, who came to this country 
from Bury Pomeroy Castle, Devonshire, 
England, in 1635. Heisa great grandson of 
Aaron Seymour, who was one of the Minute 
Men under General Gates during the revolu- 
tionary war, and is also a cousin of the late 
ex-Gov. Horatio Seymour of New York. 

Mr. Seymour is a member of Day Spring 
lodge of Masons of Monson, and A. A. Gage 
camp, Sons of Veterans. He is also active 
in the work of the Universalist church, and 
is held in high esteem by the business men 
and people of the town in general. His 
petition for appointment had a large number 
of signatures.

CHRISTMAS LEGENDS. 


Many flowers are believed to have sprung 
into existence the night on which the Christ 
child was born. 

In France there is a pretty legend of the 
rose colored S-ain-foin. When the babe was 
lying in his manger, this plant was among 
the grass and herbs which composed bis bed, 
but suddenly it opened its pretty blossom 
and formed a wreath for his head. 

The black hellebore, or Christmas rose, is 
also called Christ’s herb because “it flowereth 
about the birth of our Lord Jesus Christ.” 

In Sicily the children put pennyroyal in 
their cots on Christmas eve because it al- 
ways flowers at the exact time of Christ's 
birth. 

In the east the rese of Jericho is said to 
blossom at Christmas, close at Good Friday, 
or the crucifixion, and open again on Easter, 
or the resurrection morn. 

The peasantry in Spain believe that rose- 
mary brings happiness with its perfumes on 
Christmas eve because the Blessed Virgin 
hung the little frock of Jesus to dry upon the 
rosemary bushes. 

The variegated thistle known as Our 
Lady’s thistle was so called because of the 
Virgin’s milk which dropped on it when 
nursing Jesus. Its healing qualities are at- 
tributed to this. 

The snowdrop, or “‘fair’’ flower, of Febru- 
ary blooms in memory of the time when the 
Virgin presented Jesus in the temple. 

The pretty little wayside flower known as 
“Lady’s Bedstrand’’ was so called because 
Mary made the manger bed of it. 


The sycamore attains its great vitality and 
verdure because, the Mohammedans say, it 
is the tree of Joseph and Mary and sheltered 
them in their flight into Egypt. 

The Star of Bethlehem was called because 
of its resemblance to the star which guided 
the Magi. 

The rose of Jericho is also called Mary’s 
rose. It sprung up wherever the Blessed 
Virgin’s feet touched the earth on her way 
to Egypt. 

The juniper, which is sacred among the 
Celtic peoples, received its wonderful powers 
because when Herod’s soldiers pursued the 
holy family the juniper opened her branches 
and covered them from sight. 

Another legend tells that the cross was 
made from juuiper wood. 

The pine, hazel, fig, date, palm and rose- 
mary are all attributed with virture as shel- 
ters of the holy family. 

When they passed through the forest, all 
the trees bowed in reverence; only the aspen 
remained erect and arrogant. So the Holy 
Child pronounced a curse, and “at the 
sound of his voice the aspen began to trem- 
ble through all her leaves and has not ceased 
to tremble to this day.” 
There came not a breath of wind through the 

trees. 
Then why did the aspens shiver? 

Another version is; 

Once as, our Saviour walked with men below, 

His path of mercy througha forest lay, 

And mark how all the drooping branches show 

What homage best a silent tree may pay. 

Only the aspen stood erect and free, 

Scorning to join the voiceless worship pure. 
But see! He cast one look upon the tree. 

Struck to the heart, she trembles evermore. 

An old legend tells that by the fountain 
where Mary washed the swaddling clothes 
of the Holy Child beautiful flowers and 
bushes spang up. 

In Italy the lupine is said to be cursed by 
the Virgin because when she carried the 
Holy Bambino through a field they rustled 
so loudly that she feared that robbers were 
following her to kill the Holy Child. 

Another version tells that they all wither- 
ed and fell flat, and when she found out her 
mistake she blessed them, they grew erect 
and bore tenfold better produce than before. 

The brooms and chickpeas rustled and 
crackled so loud that they brought Herod’s 
soldiers near, and Mary cursed them.

Interesting Lecture on Japanese Customs. 



































































The lecture Wednesday eveving in the 
Methodist church at Bondsville by Rev 
Masashi Kobayashi of Tokyo, Japan, was 
very interesting and entertaining. In his 
introduction Mr. Kobayshi gave his reasons 
for being in Awerica to finish his education, 
after having graduated from the Anglo- 
Japanese College in Tokyo. He said that 
all Japanese think America the greatest 
country in the world, and the most friendly 
to them. America opened the door to 
Japanese commerce, and in many ways has 
shown her friendliness. He spoke of the 
increase of trade between the two nations; 
in a few years the amount has increased 
from six million to twenty-three million 
dollars. He gave contrasts between the 
Awerican and Japanese, beginning with 
their manner of reading, showing Japanese 
books, which read from the top downward 
instead of across the page, and from the 
back to the front. He read the twenty- 
third Psalm in bis native language. He 
then contrasted the American farming with 
Japanese, also carpentering, in which a 
Japanese pulls his plane toward instead of 
from him, and also uses his saw in the same 
manner. Both of these customs were illus- 
trated by young men dressed in native 
costumes, as also the priests of Shintoism 
and Buddhism, which religions he gave a 
short talk upon. Then after an explanation 
of some of the social customs, such as the 
propriety of a woman waking a marriage 
proposal, in case she did not receive one, he 
proceeded to the event of the evening, that 
of the wedding ceremony. As Miss Ora 
Parent played a march the bridal party 
entered from the small vestry and marched 
to the platform, where they knelt on 
cushions. The bridal procession was 
headed by a boy and girl assistant; then 
came the bride and Mrs. Go Between, fol- 
lowed by the bridegroom and Mr. Go 
Between. Mr. and Mrs. Go Between per- 
form the ceremony, which consists entirely 
of elaborate tea-drinking. The bride was 
dressed in a dove-colored silk crape dress 
elegantly hand embroidered with silk and 
gold thread, and lined with rose colored 
silk, and wore silk tassels and artificial 
roses in her hair. She wore a white paper 
cap which entirely covered her head until 
after the ceremony, when it was removed. 
Mrs. Go Between wore a dark silk dress 
lined with pink silk, and the girl assistant 
an elaborately flowered red gown. The men 
wore the regulation Japanese costume with 
the exception of the bridegroom, who wore 
in addition a sort of over dress of blue.

FIRST PASTOR DEAD. 
Rev. Thomas Wilson Passes Away 
at Waterville, N. Y. 





PASTOR OF CONG’L CHURCH 1848-1852. 


He Was the Flock’s First Minister After 
It Left the Parent Church 
at Thorndike. 


The painful news has been received that 
Rev. Thomas Wilson died of pneumonia, 
Dec. 11, at Waterville, N. Y. 

As he was the first pastor of the Second 
Congregational church at Palmer, his life 
and services deserve more than a passing 
notice. He was born in Paisley, Scotland, 
June 15, 1822, and thus had attained to his 
78th year. He came with his parents to 
Lowell in 1829. He fitted therein the high 
school for college and entered Dartmouth, 
where he graduated in 1844 Desiring to be 
more fully prepared to enter the ministry he 
took a course of study at the Andover 
Theological Seminary, where he graduated 
in 1847. That same year the formation of 
the Second Congregational church in Palmer 
presented a favorable opening for the young 
graduate. After preaching here a few 
Sundays he was called to the pastorate and 
ordained and installed March 1, 1848; a few 
months later he brought here his youthful 
bride, Sarah Haskell, and they occupied the 
present home of Dr. G. H. Wilkins as the 
parsonage. 





Mr. Wilson proved an efficient and pro- 
gressive pastor, and soon built up a strong 
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and flourishing society in our new and grow- 
ing village. He also proved highly useful in 
our public affairs, often taking an active 
part in discussing important matters in town 
meeting. He was a progressive member of 
the school committee, and seeing the in- 
adequate support accorded the schools, made 
eloquent appeals for larger appropriations, 
thus showing his broad-minded views re- 
garding educational matters long before 
others in our town had awakened to their 
importance. In 1852, when the centennial 
anniversary of the organization of Palmer 
was celebrated, Mr. Wilson was invited to 
deliver the historical address, which was 
potable for its research and scholarly 
qualities. The address was deemed so 
valuable that it was published by the town, 
and copies are still preserved by the older 
families. 

Mr. Wilson remained with his first charge 
till July 1, 1852, when he asked for a dismis- 
sion because the salary ($600) was too smalito 
give him an adequate support. He bad wona 
large place in the hearts of his people, and 
it was with deep regret that he found it a 
duty to go elsewhere. Forty-six members 
had been added to the church during his 
brief pastorate, only two of whom, George 
Stone and Mrs. Wilson Brainerd, survive 
as present members. Mr. Wilson was a 
strong, earnest preacher, and helped to lay 
well the foundation of the church here, 
while he was the means of arousing @ deep 
religious interest which has never lost its 
hold on our people. As an evidence of the 
strong attachment which Palmer people 
entertained for Mr. Wilson it may be added 
that two years after his removal the Palmer 
church extended a unanimous call to him to 
return and renew his pastorate; but having 
the charge of another church at the time he 
was unable to accept the flattering call. 

From Palmer he removed to Westford, 
where he was installed May 4, 1853, and dis- 
missed Feb. 13, 1856. He then accepted a 
call and became pastor of the First Congre- 
gational church of Stoughton, March 13, 
1856, where he remained just twenty years, 
conducting a most successful ministry. He 
was so well appreciated by bis townsmen 
that be was elected to a seat in the Legisla- 
ture of 1867 from Stoughton. He next be- 
came’pastor of the Congregational church in 
Eaton, N Y., March 25, 1877, where he re" 
mained in successful ministry till 1893, when 
he retired from active service and resided in 
Waterville, N. Y, till his death. Of his 
three children who were born in Palmer, 
Claude, who was born Jan. 6, 1850, graduated 
at Amberst in 1871, taught school in Palmer 
during two winter terms, became a physi- 
ciap of note and died at aterville April 
22, 1896, lamented and honored by all who 
knew him. Mr. Wilson is survived by a 
son and a daughter, the latter being the wife 
of Rev. J. H. Pettee, missionary to Japan. 

Mr. Wilson ever maintained a high regard 
for the people of his first charge, and at the 
time of the celebration of the fiftieth anni- 
versary of the organization of the Second 
Congregational church in Palmer in 1897, he 
was an honored guest and delivered an inter- 
esting address suited to the occasion, 
animated by the fire and force of his 
younger days. He was an attendant at the 
International Council at Boston in Septem- 
ber, 1n which he took a deep interest. Mr. 
Wilson preserved the dignified and quiet 
tastes of a generation now fast fading away, 
fortified by scholarly attainments, and deep 
and abiding convictions which stood the test 
of a long and useful life. He was possessed 
of strong sympathies and a heart fully 
attuned for abiding friendships, and an un- 
faltering love for his kind. Of him it may 
well be said: 

“Tis only noble to be good, 
Kind hearts are more than coronets, 
And simple faith than Norman blood.”

Reduction in Telephone Rates. 


Promptly on the morning of January 1 the 
New England Telephone and Telegraph 
Company will put into effect a new schedule 
of toll rates. These new rates are based on 
a conversation period of three minutes, 
instead of, five minutes as formerly, and 
overtime will be charged by the minute for 
each minute, or fraction thereof, above three 
minutes. The new rates are a great reduc- 
tion from those formerly in vogue with the 
company. In accordance with this new 
schedule the rate to Boston is now 40 cents, 
instead of 65 as formerly, and 15 cents to 
Springfield, instead of 25 cents. Reductions 
to other places will be made accordingly. 
The local exchange rate to non-subscribers 
remains the same. Between 6 p. m. and 6a. 
m. a night rate of about one-half the day 
rate will be charged. The minimum night 
rate is 15 cents, except in towns where the 
day rate is 10 cents, and there the night rate 
is the same.

COMMODITY PRICES HIGHER. 





The American Anti-Trust League, with 
offices in Washington, has published a pam- 
phlet entitled, “A Partial List of Com- 
modities Advanced in Price.’’? The intro- 
duction says: “During the last week of 
August the American Anti-Trust League 
had representatives call upon 500 manu- 
facturers and dealers in New York City to 
obtain information as to advances in prices, 
both of trust goods and of the commodities 
higher in price owing to increased cost of 
material used in production, directly or in- 
directly affected by trusts. No commodity 
was discovered as being decreased in price.” 

The advances range from 5 to 50 per cent. 
The articles affected which nearest touch the 
daily life are: 

Dressmakers’ supply—Advance in every- 
thing from 15 to 25 per cent. More capital 
needed to carry stock. 

Envelopes—Forty per cent and notice out 
for a further advance. 

Enameled ware—Filty per cent. 

Builders’ hardware—Forty-tive per cent. 

Tron beds—Thirty-five to 65 per cent. 

Broums—Forty to 50 per cent a dozen. 

Copper wire—One hundred per cent. 

Chairs—Twenty-five to 33) per cent. 

Furniture—T wenty-five per cent. 

Flour—Thirty cents a barrel. 

Glassware—T wenty per cent. 

Ham—Delicatessen, 3 cents a pound. 

Iron—One hundred per cent. 

Knit wool—One dollar to $150 per dozen. 

Photograph paper—Nearly 110 per cent. 

Plumbers’ supplies—Thirty to 50 per cent. 

Rubber—Everything greatly advanced. 

Refrigerators—One dollar to $1.25 each. 

Ranges—Twenty to 33) per cent, and 
another advance expected. 

Shoes—Advances in all grades 10 to 20 per 
cent. 

Common soaps—Twenty-five cents a box. 

Spool cotton—From 8 to 25 per cent. 

Salt—Ten to 15 per cent. 

Stoves—Twenty-five to 334 per cent. 

Tea—Advance to consumers 15 to 25 cents 
a pound, owing to war tax of 10 cents a 
pound; wholesale advance, 10 to 15 cents a 
pound. 

Tinware—From 100 to 500 per cent. 

Wallpaper—Twenty-five tu 80 per cent.

Few things are more aggravating than to be 
ready to tie upa package and find no string, 
or to earry a few apples, oranges, eggs or 
bulbs a short distance and find no bag to 
hold them. Strings should always be 
wound in a ball and kept ready for imme- 
diate use where the family may find them, 
and paper bags, a8 soon as emptied, should 
be folded neatly and placed in a drawer for 
use as needed. 

A rich syrup that can be made at home is 
the best substitute obtainable for pure maple 
syrup, and is excellent to serve with wafiles 
or griddle cakes for Sunday night tea A 
pint anda half of boiling water is added to 
five pounds of C sugar. The sugar and 
water should be put in a porcelain or granite- 
ware saucepan and stirred until the sugar 
is well melted before it is put over a hotter 
part of the range and boiled for ten minutes 
if to this proportion is added a pint bottle of 
pure maple syrup, Or better still, of maple 
sugar melted in a little hot water, the flavor 
is enhanced, and the whiteness of the syrup 
only slightly lessened. This syrup should 
be kept in glass jars or an earthen jug.
